The flight of 420 miles was made in 
six hours and 26 minutes, The flyers 
left Hawkes Bay at 10:12 o'clock, east - 
ern standard time, this morning, an- 
came down on the water here at 4:38 
afternoon. 
and rain squalls somewhat delayed 
the aviators, but otherwise they found 
flying conditions favorable. 


Jump to Boston Tomorrow. 
Because the late arrival here pre, 
cluded the possibility of refueling, oll 
ing and a general check over of the 
planes before the coming of darkness, 
and owing to a broken spreader bar 
on Lieut.

Board’s Right to Open 
Janior High Upheld. 


Striking parents in the neighbor- 
hood of the Harper junior high school, 
6520 South Wood street, who are pro- 
testing the transfer of their children 
in the intermediate grades to distant 
schools, received two setbacks yester- 
day. 

In the morning Circuit Judge George 
Fred Rush denied their petition for 
an injunction restraining the board of 
education from converting the school 
into a junior high and transfering 
pupils in the lower grades. 


Police Keep Order. 

At the school police details kept 
order and classes in the new junior 
school were in session. A large num- 
ber of parents gathered at the school 
early in the morning and were granted 
the use of the assembly hall to iron out 
their problems, but the police insisted 


on order and saw to it that there was 
no interference with the school pro- 
gram. 

After a brief hearing Judge Rush 
denied the injunction, but allowed the 
parents’ attorney two days to file an 
aménded bill. The petition was op- 
posed by the board's attorney, Frank 
S. Righeimer. 

Attorney Siebel, for the parents, ex- 
plained the fathers and mothers were 
not opposed to the junior high schools 
but to the danger to which their chil- 
dren were being exposed by reason of 
their transfer to distant schools to 
make way for junior high pupils. 

“There are only two school dis- 
tricts in Chicago out.of 274 were chil- 
dren are not obliged to cross street car 
tracks,” countered Attorney Righeimer.

The other move would involvé two 
steps, one before and one after sen- 
tence is pronounced: The first step 
would be the presentation of a motion 
asking Judge Caverly for leave to .with- 
draw the plea of guilty now entered 
and change to a plea of not guilty.

At- 
torneys for the defense immediately 
fied a petition for an insanity hearing 
and were successful. Geary is now in 
the Ihinois State Hospital for Crimi- 
nally Insane at Chester, III.—legally 
insane. 

Case in Point Cited. 


In a plea of guilty to the charge of 
murder before Judge William J. Lind- 
say in Criminal court several weeks 
ago, Russell Scott, who killed a loop 
drug clerk during an attempted rob- 
bery, threw himself upon the mercy 
of the court.

With only a few scattered precincts 
missing, the governor had a plurality 
over Hirst of 66,811, and a majority 
over both Hirst and Lieut. Gov. George 
F. Comings of 82,668. The vote in 
2,507 precincts out of 2,678 in the state 
showed: Blaine, 216,298; Hirst, 149,487; 
Comings, 34,143.

Secretary of State Zimmerman, who 
was indorsed by La Follette, romped 
away from the field of three for the 
nomination to succeed himself despite 
the fact that ‘Theodore Dammann, his 
nearest oppofient in the matter of 
votes, had the indorsement of Gov.

In this race 2,226 precincts out of 
the 2,678 in the state gave Zimmerman 
183,702; Dammann, 61,828; Johnson,
